All  applicants  for  admission 
to  the  Brigham  Young  University 
graduate  school  must  submit 
complete  credentials  one  month 
before  registration,  according  to 
Dr.  Asahel  D.  Woodruff,  BYU 
graduate  school  dean. 

Required  credentials  include 
application,  recommendati  o n s, 
undergraduate  transcripts  and 
graduate  record  examination 
scores.  These  requirements  apply 
especially  to  students  interested 
in  taking  an  advanced  degree,  Dr. 
Woodruff  said.  Students  should 
contact  the  graduate  school  of- 
fice to  see  which  parts  of  the 
graduate  record  examination 
they  should  take. 

These  regulations  apply  to 
undergraduate  BYU  students  as 
well  as  students  from  other 
schools,  Dr.  Woodruff  empha- 
sized. Admission  to  the  graduate 
school  requires  the  same  proce- 
dure for  all  students  with  a bach- 
elor’s degree  regardless  of  pre- 
vious bnrollment.

Opportunities  for  more  than 
1,000  ' Americans  to  undertake 
graduate  study,  teaching  or  re- 
search abroad  during  1952-53  un- 
der the  terms  of  Fulbright  Act, 
have  been  announced  by  the  State 
Department  of  the  U.  S.  govern- 
ment. 

Application  deadline  is  April  15 
for  scholarships  to  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  India,  Pakistan, 
Philippines,  Burma  and  Thailand. 
A separate  announcement  will  be 
made  in  June  concerning  open- 
ings in  European  countries. 

Scholarships  are  available  to 
those  who  have  a college  degree 
or  its  equivalent  at  the  time  the 
award  is  to  be  taken  up.  A 
knowledge  of  the  language  of  the 
country  is  also  a requirement. 

Grants  to  Americans  will  in- 
clude transportation,  tuition,  liv- 
ing allowance  and  a small  amount 
for  necessary  books  and  equip- 
ment. 

Students  who  are  interested 
may  apply  through  Dr.  Harold  W. 
Lee,  BYU  Fulbright  program  ad- 
visor.

Landladies  Restrained  By  Court 
In  ‘Stench  Bomb’  Eviction  Try 

Chicago,  111.,  (INS) — An  injunction  to  restrain  two  landladies 
from  harassing  their  tenants  by  turning  off  lights,  bouncing  bowl- 
ing balls  around  the  floors  and  putting  stench  bombs  in  the  mail- 
box speaking  tubes  was  issued  recently  by  Federal  Judge  William 
J.  Campbell. 

The  injunction  was  sought  by  the  regional  rent  office  through 
Attorney  William  S.  Kaplan.  It  also  restrained  the  landladies,  Mrs. 
Fannie  Barone,  53,  and  her  daughter,  Marian,  27,  from  future  rent 
overcharges. 

The  rent  office  said  the  Barones  wanted  to  get  rid  of  two  ten- 
ants in  a building  they  own  and  embarked  on  a systematic  program 
of  “nuisance.” 

The  campaign  included  unscrewing  light . fuses,  cutting  off  the 
water  and  heat,  moving  furniture  in  the  middle  of  the  night,  and 
rolling  a bowling  ball  across  the  floor.
